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The cost of baker’s bread is a com- 
paratively small matter to the person 
who buys only a loaf now and then, but 
in the Eastern States. and in the larger 
towns throughout the country, many 
people, and especially those with mod- 
erate incomes and the poor, buy their 
bread of the baker.

Flour, such as is used by ‘bakers, is now 
purchased in the Eastern States at uot 
over $4 per-barrel. This would make 
the cost.of flour in a pound of bread 
about 11-2 cents. Allowing one half 
cent for the shortening and salt, which 
is certainly very liberal; iplte materials 
fora pound of bread would cost not 
more than twocents, Of course, tiere 
should be added to this the cost of 
labor, rent, intergst on investment, ex- 
pense of selling, etc., to make the 
actual cost to the baker. 

Very few accurate weighings and 
analysis of bakers’ bread. have been 
made in this country, -so far asl-am 
aware; but the above statements rep- 
resent the facts as nearly as I have 
been able to. obtain them. The avert- 
age weight of a number of specimens 
of 10-cent loaves purchased in Middle- 
town, Ct., was but one-fourth pounds, 
This makes the price. to‘the consumer 
eight cents per pound. The price of | 
bread and the size of the loaf are prac- 
tically the same now as when flour was 
twice as much.

The strike at Haverhill emphasizes 
beyond any previous affair of this kind, 
what results may follow a combination 
of workmen on one hand and alike 
combination of employers on the other. 
It is no wonder that the.old-fashioned 
business man sighs for those days when 
he used to invite his employee:to his 
home, to his table, and to his pleas- 
ures; when boss and workmen were 
personal friends, when man dealt with 
man inevery question ‘that pertained 
to wages, hours, and all other com- 
mon interests. : 

It is also no wonder that the new- 
fashioned employer is puzzled to know 
what to do and enconomists and social 
students are everywhere studying the 
problem,'to find the remedy for both 
employer and employee. And yet in 
the contrast of-the new and the old 
methods of doing business, does not 
the cause of it alf appear ? 

Only in a conrbined movement.can 
the employers cut the wages of em- 
ployees; only in a combined movement 
can the employees resist. that cut-down. 
Here then are the two combinations 
fighting, and at once they become 
equally merciless,, equally stubborn. 
Every particle of individuality. that 
makes the-employer a ‘kind-hearted, 
liberal man in private life, and that 
makes the employee a reasonable, hon- 
est workman as an individual, every 
particle of such personality is lost in 
the soulless corporation into which 
edgwone has put himself. The result, 
as shown by the Haverhill strike what- 


‘ever the outcome, can be but’ to make 


both combines more aggressive and 
more bitter toward each other, with the 


evef returning, more and more frequent, 


strike as a culmination. 

And what this all means is certainly 
plain in one phase; money grows more 
afraid almost daily of industrial enter- 
prises for investment. 

Is it not about time for both employ- 
er and employee to drop their trusts, 
and treat each other as men? Does 
the combine of the manufacturers to 
raise the price of goods, and lower the 
cost of production make men any richer 
to-day than open, honest competition 
of years ago did? “Does the combine 
of the workmen, to get more wages and 


.| Shorter hours, make liomes any happier 


or nest eggs any larger to-day than the 
single purpose of honest labor for hon- 
est wages did in years gone. by? 

Such affairs as that at Haverhill make 
these questions come to every thinking 
man and suggest that when tle one 
class calls for legislation to destroy the 
trust of money, there is equal justice 
in the other class calling for the de- 
struction of the trust of lebor. And 
there are many ready to raise both 
hands for the destruction of both of 
these powerful and antagonistic forces

DEA ‘Sik: In your issue of last week 
there appeared the following inquiry: 
“Is there anybody to whom a supposed 
worthy*person may be sent for work or 
help, with a surety that they will be in- 
vestigated, and if found worthy assisted?” 

In reply I would say:that the’ Board of 
Charity endeavors to do this for every 
person resident in town. In the case 


of non residents, whether : professional’ 


tramps or persons horestly seeking work, 
we can at present do little or nothing. 
A-committee of our body bas been ap- 
pointed once or twice to consider the 
tramp problem, but no conclusions have 
been reached which the Board thought 
desirable to adopt and recommend to 
the town as a policy to be pursued. With 
residents, however, every case reported 
is examined. The Superintendent, Mrs.

at once referred to a Visitor for investi- 
gation. Visitors are -prohibited frpm 
giving money, but may in cases of im- 
mediate need send fuel or provisions to 
an amount not exceeding $3. They must 
then make a report to the Case Com- 
mittee, who consult and advise in the 
future ‘management of the case. The 
‘duties of the Visitors do not cease. with 
the cessation of the immediate need, 
but each Visitor is-expected to become 
acquainted as a friend with the families 
assigned—not more than one family being 
generally assigned to each Visitor—and: 
visit them in'a kindly way, avoiding pro- 
fessionalism, as one friend: would call on 
another from time to time. We en- 
deavor to have our, Visitors follow the 
great rule of all intelligent charity work, 
“Not alms, but a friend.” 

The [Society has at present under its 
oversight ‘twenty families, attended by 
seventeen Visitors, with four other 
Visitors on its list to be called on as cases 
occur, In addition to this side of -its 
work it has at the Superintendent's Of- 
fice a bureau for the distribution of new 
and second-hand clothing. It has alsoa 
branch of the Stamp Savings Society, 
with deposits for 8 months. amounting 
to $369.55; and an evening school, with 
classes in Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, 
English, French, Mechanical Drawing, 
Book-keeping,. and Shorthand, having 
eleven teachers and eighty-eight scholars, 
It has conducted a kindergarten for one 
term, and is contemplating re-opening it 
in the spring if the money is forthcoming. 
The establishment of a cooking school is 
also under consideration. uA

The Post Office question has advanced

born of American parents under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: is-recognized.as 
an American citizen or not: Case 1.— 
The child is born upon high seas. Case 
2.—The child is born in a foreign coun- 
try. An argumentative decision. 

Answer.—Our correspondent, we ap- 
prehend, does not ask for all he wants, 
Wewill éndeavor to enlighten him, 
however, on points which seem to have 
invited dispute, regarding eligibility of 
certain classes of citizens to the office. 
of president of the United States. The 
child of a citizen born on the high seas 
under the American flag is a citizen of 
the United States and eligible to the 
presidency. The child of a citizen born 
in a foreign..country is a citizen of the 
United States by law, but is. not eligible 
to the presidency. The argument is in 
the constitution of the United States, 
which provides: 

No person, except a natural born citi- 
zen, or a citizen of the United States at 


tion, shall be eligible to the office of 
president. Neither shall any person be 
eligible to that office who shall not have 
attained to the age of 85 years and been 
14 years a resident within the United 
States. 

The difference of opinion existing 
rests upon the meaning of ‘‘a natural 
born citizen.’’ Onthissubject Paschal, 


regarded as one of the highest of legal ° 


authorities, says, ‘‘A natural born citi- 
zen (is one) not made by law or other- 
wise,-but born.’’ Bates on ‘‘Citizen- 
ship’’ (10 op., 882) limits the ‘‘nataral’’ 
members of the body politic to ‘‘the peo- 
ple born in the country,’’. and he repeats 
this, confining the meaning to “‘every 
person born in the country.’” Kent says, 
‘Nativity furnishes the rule.’’ Story 
on ‘‘The Constitution’’ says, ‘‘Consid- 
ering the ages of all such—i. e., those 


who are alien born and citizens whien | 


the constitution was adopted—no person 
of foreign birth can now ever be presi- 
dent under this constitution.’’ Morse, 
on ‘‘Citizenship’’ (page 125, section 90) 
says: ‘‘A natural born citizen is one not 
made by law or otherwise, but born. 
The constitution does not make theciti+ 
zens. It only recognizes such of them as 
are natural, home born, and provides for 
the nationalization of such of them as 
are alien, foreign born, muking the lat- 
ter, as far as nature will a}low, like the 
former. The. expression ‘natural born 
Citizen’ recognizes and reaffirms the 


‘universal principle common to all na- 


tions and is as old as political society 
—that the people born in a country do. 


constitute the nation, and as individ- 


uals aro natural. meihbers of thé body 


politic. ’’ Now, a citizen is, first, natural 


born. Children boin within the alle- 
giance of the United States are natural 
born citizens. ‘Second, made a citizen by 
statute. Children born of American par- 
ents outside of this jurisdiction are 
made citizens by statute (United States 
Revise: | Statutes, section 2172) and are 
not ci.'cons natural born. If there was 
no statute, they would not be citizens. 
The Journal of Commerce, Nov. 13, 
1889, stated the case as follows: 

They argue that; as a child born abroad 
of an American citizen is Ly act. of con- 
gress invested with the full rights aud 
privileges of citizenship, therefore he is 
a citizen by right of birth and is a nat- 
ural born citizen and eligible to the 
presidency of the United States. But 
they overlook the fact that he is not a 
citizen by right of birth alone, but. is 
made a citizen cn account of his birth 
by act of congress, He is not therefore a 
natural born citizen, but a citizen made 
by"the law. If he was a natural born 
citizen, there would have been no necvs- 
sity for an act of congress investing him 
with citizenship. A person born out of 
the allegiance of the United States is 
therefore made a citizen by law, is not 
natural born and can not ‘be legally 
elected president without a-change in 
the constitution, 

There was an old feudal doctrine under 
which the embassador of a country to 
another carried with him a box of soil 
from his native land, and in the event 
of necessity he would put the box in po- 
sition) and standing upon it assume 
that he was on his native heath for the 
time being. That, we believe, is no lon- 
ger in practice, . As to the officials repre- 


senting the government of the United | 


States in foreign countries, they are in 
no way superior to other American citi- 
zens, because in the United States there 
is no rank above citizen, 

In order that the reader may clearly 
comprehend why children of American 
citizens’born. abroad are not eligible to 
the office of president, the following 
clause of the United States Revised 
Statutes is given: 

The children of persons who now are 
or have been citizens of the United 
States shall, though born oup of’ the 
limits and jurisdiction of the United 
States, be considered as citizens thérevt 
(section 2172). 

The difference between a citizen made 


under this provision of law and a nat- | 


ural born citizen is the difference of one 
born out of the limits and jurisdiction 
of the United States and one who is born 
within such limits and jurisdiction. It 
is the difference between an individual 
who needs the law to make him a citi- 
zen and one who is a citizen by the 
mere circumstances that he was born 
and: exists. The ‘opinions of Paschal, 
‘Story, Bates-and -Kent have been ad- 
‘vanced, and Morse, although maintain- 


ing that a citizen made by the law, as, 
uoted, is eligible to the presidency, has! 


ot succeded in stating his position so as 
to’ support his theory. His statement 
clearly sustains the popular interpreta-' 


tion—that of the highest and i 


authorities in law.—Brooklyn Eagle.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Many,, of the 
Democratic ‘senators received the an- 
nouncement of yesterday’s adverse vote 
on the Carli le eyrrency bill buf as a 
summons to take the question up and find 
a way out of the difficulties with which 
the country is confronted, 

Senator Voorhees took the first step for 
the formal consideration of the matter by 
issuing a call for a meeting of the finance 
committee to be held this afternoon. 
This meeting is for the purpose of can- 
fer the entire situation, and if pos- 
sible devising means of improving the con- 
dition of the treasury, 

So far as can be learned, no measure 
thas been proposed. for submission to” the 
committee, but the movers for this meet- 
ing hope that a general exchange of views 
on the part of members of the committee 

. -will indicate general lines upon which a 
pill may.be framed which would stand a 
‘hance of receiving the approval of the 
committee and of the senate. 

It is also understood that Senator Vest 
has in mind the outline of aplan fora bill 
which he may submit to the committee, 

ve the basis of future 


consideratio 
of. bis plan are: Virst, to authorize the 
issuance of a sufficient number of low- 
rate bonds to retire the $846,000,000 worth 
of greenbacks; and, second, to provide for 
the purchase and colnage of a ‘sufficient 
quantity of silver to increase the silver 
circulation to 750,000,000, which would be 
an increase of about $150,000, 000. 
Not Favorably Received. 

This is suggested asa compromise upon 
which the bond advocates and the silver 
men can agree, but the scheme has not 
met with general favor so far as it has 
been canvassed. Some of the silver sen- 
ators, notably the Republican silver sen- 
ators, have taken the position that they 
will accept nothing short of a~provision 
for unlimited silver coinage. They wili 


not insist upon free coinage at a ratio of | 


16 to1, but are willing to allow the gov- 
ernment a liberal seigniorage. : 

They will not agree, however, that any 
limit shall be placed upon the amount to 
be received on the terms agreed upon. It 
is not known how the finance committee 
will stand upon this proposition, but the 
silver men believe that a poll ofthe coni- 
mittee will show the majority friendly to 
that.metal. 


The Republican members of the finance |” 


committee do not. regard the outlook as 
promising for any action at all, and they 
predict that there will. be as’ great a di- 
vergence of opinion among members, and 
they predict that it will be quite as impus- 
sible for the senate Democrats to agree on 
any bill presented as it has been for the

The nerve and courage exhibited oh this 
occasion, as the bullets fell about him 
almost in showers, and his escape from 
death, was, to his. _ comrades, almost 
miraculous. 

Yet, Comrade Towne. survived if all, 
and’ can now if he chooses relate the cir- 
cumstances of this and other kindred in- 
cidents, as fireside tales, to a younger 
generation.
